The  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the 
Borough  of  Godaiming. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  health  of 
the  Borough  of  Godaiming  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1942.  This  is  abridged  in  compliance  with  the  instructions 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  population  figures  are  omitted 
on  the  grounds  of  national  security. 

The  health  of  the  'Borough  for  1942  was  excellent,  taking 
war-time  conditions  into  consideration. 

The  death  rate  is  below  last  year’s  figure,  and  well  below 
the  national  death  rate  figure. 

The  birth  rate  shows  an  appreciable  increase  over  the 
1941  figures  and  slightly  above  the  national  figure. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
showed  a marked  decrease  on  those  notified  during  1941. 

Among  school  children  whooping  cough  was  negligible, 
but  measles  and  mumps  were  prevalent.  Tuberculosis  figures 
remain  approximately  the  same  as  those  for  1941. 

-As  this  is  my  last  Report  as  Acting*  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  1 should  like  to  record  once  again  my  appreciation  of 
the  invaluable  assistance  rendered  me  by  Mr.  Warner  and 
staff ; also  to  acknowledge  the  great  help  and  consideration 
afforded  me  by  other  officials  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  in  the  execution  of  my  duties.

The  Minister  of  Health  directs  that  for  security  reasons 
the  actual  population  figure  must  not  appear  in  Annual 
Reports  for  this  year,  but  it  can  be  stated  that  it  differs  very 
little  from  that  for  1941.  - 

As  regards  this  year’s  Birth  and  Death  rates : Births 
show  an  increase  of  59  over  those  for  1941.  The  local  birth 
rate  of  16.93  is  above  the  National  figure  of  16.34,  but  below 
that  for  the  County  Boroughs  and  Smaller  Towns.  Last 
year’s  birth  rate  was  13.03.  The  still-birth  rate  of  0.64  is 
above  that  of  last  year  (0.51)  ; is  higher  than  the  National 
figure  (0.54),  but  approximates  to  the  figure  for  County 
Boroughs  and  Smaller  Towns. 

Deaths  show  a decrease  of  47  on  last  year’s  figure  ; the 
death  rate  of  09.34  is  consequently  much  lower  than  last  year 
(12.32).  It  is  well  under  the  National  figure  of  11.6,  also 
those  for  London  and  the  Larger  Towns.  Cancer  and  Heart 
Disease  head  the  list  of  deaths,  although  both  show  a decrease 
on  last  year’s  figures.  Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  are  less  than 
last  year,  whilst  the  only  death  from  the  usual  notifiable  infec- 
tious diseases  was  due  to  Diphtheria.  This  case,  a woman 
aged  51,  died  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  having  been  trans- 
ferred there  from  another  Institution.  The  case  was  shown 
in  Godaiming  records  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  deceased’s 
daughter  resided  in  Godaiming. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  26.8  shows  a great  reduc- 
tion on  last  year’s  figure  of  68.8,  also  on  the  National  figure 
of  49.0.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. — These  remain  unaltered,  the 
Council  paying  for  swabs  sent  by  practitioners  from  necessi- 
tous cases  living  in  the  Borough  for  examination  for  diphtheria 
infection  and  for  sputa  examined  for  tubercle.  Material  is 
sent  to  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Surrey 
County  Hospital,  Guildford,  where  the  necessary  forms,  etc., 
for  practitioners’  use  are  available.  Water  samples  are  sent 
to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories,  Gidea  Park. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. — For  non-infectious  and  acci- 
dent cases  the  well-equipped  motor  ambulances  of  the  Godai- 
ming Division  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  are  available 
and  staffed  by  members  of  the  Division,  the  men  leaving  their 
work  for  the  purpose.  For  infectious  cases  the  ambulances  of 
the  Guildford  and  Godaiming  Joint  Hospital  Board  are 
available. 

(c)  Nulrsing  in  the  Home. — There  are  six  midwives 
practising  in  Godaiming,  of  whom  three  are  affiliated  to  the 
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Godaiming'  Nursing'  and  Child  Welfare  Association.  This 
work  now  falls  within  the  ambit  of  the  Surrey  County  Council, 
from  whom  the  Association  receives  a grant.

(1)  The  Royal  Surrey  County  Hospital  at  Guildford  offers 

216  beds  (194  general  and  22  private).  Also  125  Emergency 
Medical  Service  beds  in  the  Hospital  and  115  in  Merrow 
Grange  Auxiliary  E.M.S.  Hospital.  ' 

General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  treated  at 
the  above  well-equipped  voluntary  hospital  (186  in  patients  and 
759  out  patients  in  1942  being  Godaiming  residents)  ; and  also 
at  the  Surrey  County  Council  Public  Assistance  Institution, 
Warren  Road,  Guildford,  which  also  takes  maternity  cases. 

The  County  Hospital  will  only  accept  complicated 
maternity  cases  requiring  operation. 

(2)  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. — There  are  three  pri- 
vate homes  m the  Borough  ; approved  and  supervised  by  the 
County  Council. 


(3)  Infectious  Diseases. — Infectious  Diseases  were  treated 
at  the  Farnham  Isolation  Hospital.  Cases  admitted  during 
1942  are  shown  in  the  Table  later  on  in  the  Report. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area* 

Water  Supply. — An  efficient  supply  for  all  purposes  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year,  as  regards  both  quantity  and 
quality.. 

No  form  of  contamination  was  encountered,  and  samples 
taken  quarterly  in  the  water  area  from  the  various  service 
reservoirs  proved  satisfactory,  as  also  did  those  taken  quar- 
terly by  the  Health  Department  from  Borough  Road  and 
Ockford  Works  supplies — chlorinated  and  unchlorinated.  In 
addition,  samples  were  taken  by  the  two  adjoining  Rural 
Authorities,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory  for  purposes  of 
public  supply. 

949  yards  of  new  mains  were  laid  in  the  Borough  ; 204 
yards  of  4in.  and  419  yards  of  2in.  were  laid  without  the 
Borough  ; all  were  private  extensions. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — No  new  soil  or  surface  water 
sewers  or  extensions  to  existing  sewers  were  made  during  the 
year. 

The  Borough  Surveyor  has  made  arrangements  for  pro- 
tection of  public  water  supplies  in  event  of  damage  to  sewers 
through  enemy  action,  by  emergency  measures  to  be  taken 
by  the  Institutions  Tn  the.  Borough  to  revert  to  their  original 
systems  of  disposal  on  improved  lines. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — No  pollution  of  ^iver  or  streams 
was  detected  during'  the  year,  and  no  complaints  received  in 
respect  to  sewage  effluent  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works  at 
Unstead. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  figures  of  cesspools,  and 
pail  closets  remaining  in  the  Borough,  remain  the  same  as 
given  in  the  1941  Report. 

Public  Cleansing. — House  and  trade  refuse  is  collected 
by  the  Council : weekly  in  the  built-up  areas  and  fortnightly 
in  the  remainder  of  the  Borough.  The  amount  of  bona-fide 
refuse  collected  was  considerably  reduced  as  salvage  activities 
were  maintained.  The  Council’s  record  for  salvaging  all  kinds 
of  salvageable  articles  and  materials  again  was  a good  one, 
and  the  public  responded  well  to  the  continued  call  for  these 
materials. 

Controlled  tipping  of  refuse  was  made  at  the  Catteshall 
site,  and  gulley  emptying  and  street  cleansing  was  carried  out 
as  efficiently  as  possible  considering  the  reduction  in  staff  and 
restriction  on  use  of  petrol  for  all  except  essential  services.

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

These  were  inspected  where  occasion  arose.  No  contra- 
vention or  defects  were  found  calling  for  statutory  action. 
Several  matters  requiring  attention  were  dealt  with  by  the 
occupiers  on  receipt  of  informal  Notice. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year,  and  it  was 
not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  for  nuisance. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

Two  cases,  both  privately  owned  cottages,  needed  treat- 
ment during  the  year.  A liquid  insecticide  was  used  and  no 
recurrence  of  the  trouble  arose. 

SCHOOLS. 

Routine  inspection  of  these  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council  School  Medical  Officers,  and  it  is  presumed  the  sani- 
tary conditions  and  water  supply  to  the  premises  are  satisfac- 
tory. The  occurrence  of  statutory  nuisances  on  these  premises 
is  the  only  concern  of  the  Town  Council’s  Officers,  and  no 
complaint  was  made  during  the  year. 

Questions  of  the  health  of  scholars,  prevention  of  spread 
of  infectious  disease,  and  closure  of  and  exclusion  of  scholars 
from  schools  are  also  matters  for  the  County  Council’s 
Medical  Staff. 

Notifications  of  the  absence  of  scholars  due  to  their  having 
contracted,  or  been  in  contact  with,  notifiable  infectious 
diseases,  are  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  the 
Head  Teachers.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

Eight  of  these  remain  in  the  Borough.  All  are  closed,  as 
slaughtering  for  Godaiming  is  done  at  Guildford  under  the 
Government’s  centralised  slaughtering  scheme.  All  hold  a 
temporary  annual  licence  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
.^ct,  1938.  As  there  was  no  opportunity  at  the  outbreak  of 
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war  to  thoroughly  investigate  and  consider  the  suitability  of 
these  slaughterhouses  for  regular  licensing,  a proviso^  is 
attached  to  each  licence  to  the  effect  that  any  future  require- 
ments of  the  Council  shall  not  be  prejudiced  by  the  issue  of 
such  annual  licence. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  one  Tannery  remaining  in  the  'Borough  was 
generally  well-conducted  under  the  Byelaws  during  the  year, 
and  no  complaints  were  received  or  nuisances  detected  during 
inspections. 

Trade  refuse  is  removed  regularly  in  covered  vans,  and 
disposed  of  on  land  well  away  from  any  dwellings  or  other 
buildings,  so  that  no  nuisance  is  caused  thereby. 


Housing* 

\ 

No  new  houses  were  erected  during  1942. 

As  regards  existing  housing  : apart  from  inspections  made 
in  response  to  complaints  received,  no  routine  house-to-house 
inspections  were  possible  owing  to  other  work  necessitated  by 
war  conditions.  Requirements  embodied  in  Notices  served 
were  necessarily  restricted  to  essential  items  of  repair,  such  as 
roofing,  dampness,  drainage,  and  nuisances  requiring  early 
abatement. 

No  further  closure  of  houses  could  be  made.  Two  old 
cottages,  closed  as  unfit  prior  to  1939,  continued  to  be  occupied 
by  evacuee  families  under  Licences  permitted  by  the  Defence 
Regulations,  1939. 

Eight  other  cottages  remain  closed,  formally  and 
informally.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. — At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  five 
Producers  and  three  Retailers  on  the  Registers.

All  three  dairy  farms  are  producing  “Accredited”  milk 
under  licence  from  the  Surrey  County  Council. 

The  pasteurising  plant  is  regularly  inspected  for  defects, 
thermograph  records,  etc. 


Reports  on  samples  of  milk  taken  during  the  year  were 
generally  satisfactory.  On  two  farms,  bacteria  and  bacillus 
coli  counts  were  reported  to  be  excessive  on  one  or  two 
occasions.  Production  methods  at  these  farms  were  kept 
under  constant  observation,  and  the  trouble  found  to  be  faulty 
sterilisation  of  dairy  equipment.  Repeat  samples  proved  to 
be  satisfactory  after  the  necessary  attention  had  been  given 
to  the  matter. 

Routine  inspections  of  farms,  shops,  plants,  etc.,  called 
for  no  special  action  or  comment,  the  Regulations  in  regard  to 
cleanliness,  etc.,  being  generally  well  observed. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. — All  slaughtering  for  Godaiming 
is  still  done  at  Guildford,  so  that  inspection  of  meat  in  cold 
stores  and  shops  is  all  that  is  possible.  A very  small  amount 
of  meat  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  food  during  the  year,  as 
carcases,  etc.,  are  inspected  at  Guildford  and  London  before 
distribution  to  shops. 

The  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations  appeared  to  be 
generally  well  observed,  and  little  fault  could  be  found  with 
local  traders’  methods. 

A considerable  quantity  of  foodstuffs  of  all  descriptions 
had  unfortunately  to  be  condemned  during  the  year  as  unfit 
for  human  consumption.  This  was  largely  tinned  food,  and 
reasons  for  condemnation  were  varied.  Some  were  “blown” 
or  “springy”;  others  punctured  and  leaking,  due  to  rusting 
through,  or  nails  having  been  driven  through  during'  packing 
operations.  Contents  of  others  had  decomposed  due  to  faulty 
“processing,”  “tinning;^”  or  “sealing.”  As  much  as  possible 
was  saved  for  other  uses  compatible  with  safety. 

The  goods  included  163  tins  of  Meat,  97  tins  Fish,  119 
tins  Vegetables,  88  tins  Fruit,  415  tins  Milk,  and  25  tins  con- 
taining Soups,  Pickles,  Spaghetti,  Jam  and  Pastes.  Also 
651bs.  Bacon,  3^1bs.  Lard  and  66  dozen  Eggs,  and  10|lbs. 
Chilled  Beef. 

The  usual  routine  inspections  of  butchers’  and  fish- 
mongers’ premises,  restaurant  kitchens,  cooked  meat  shops 
and  bakeries  were  carried  out.  Very  little  fault  could  be 
found.  Notices  to  limewash  walls,  etc.,  and  otherwise  remedy 
defects  were  complied  with. 

Trade  refuse  and  salvage  is  removed  from  traders’  pre- 
mises weekly  by  the  Council,  and  traders  generally  co-operate 
very  well  in  this  work. 
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Adulteration  and  Chemical  and  Bacteriological 
Examination  of  Food* 

The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  administered  within 
the  Borough  by  the  Surrey  County  Council,  whose  Inspectors 
carry  out  the  necessary  sampling  and  analyses.  The  Report 
upon  the  work  carried  out  in  Codaiming  during  1942,  as 
received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  is  as 
follows  : — 

Thirty-eight  samples  in  all  were  taken — 16  formal  and  22 
informal ; one  of  the  former  and  two  of  the  latter  were  found 
adulterated:  margarine  1,  wine  1,  lime  juice  cordial  1. 

The  thirty-eight  samples  taken  comprised : Formal — 
Milk  thirteen.  Spirits  one,  Lemon  Squash  one,  and  Lime  Juice 
Cordial  one.  Informal — Butter,  Cheese,  Margarine,  Lard, 
Meat,  Colfee,  Wine,  Spirits,  “Idealemon,”  Sage  and  Onion 
Stuffing,  Black  Currant  Syrup,  Lemon  substitute,  Saccharin 
tablets.  Cake,  and  Sultanas ; also  two  of  Tea  and  Sugar  and 
three  of  drugs. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and 

other  Diseases* 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  and  non-notifiable  infec- 
tious diseases  increased  considerably  over  that  for  1941. 
Mumps  and  Measles  were  chiefly  responsible  for  notifications 
among  the  children,  but  there  were  no  deaths.  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  were  less  than  last  year.  Diphtheria  cases  numbered 
four,  with  one  death — ^an  adult  female.

Tuberculosis. — Seventeen  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  1942 — twelve  of  which  were  transfers  into 
Godaiming.  Of  these  eleven  were  males  and  five  females  ;

cases.
